25, 1842. An extract of the letter is 
printed below for those interested. 
The donor of this valuable gift is 
none other than our friend, Rev. 
Oliver J. Whildin. 

Ashland 25TH July, 1842. 

Dkar Sir:— I received your letter of 
the 16U1 inst. and thank you for the 
friendly interest you so kindly take in my 
welfare. I agree" with vou that the 
tiou of our Country and of its government 
is most deplorable. Aud I believe that we 
can only be delivered from the evils which 
encompass us by great and strenuous 
exertions and the blessing of Providence. 
I am afraid that you estimate too highly 
aught in my power. 

The grave subject, which you so fervent- 
ly recommend to my serious consideration, 
does not escape my attention. Undoubt- 
edly prayer— earnest, devout and CO 
prayer— should be offered up to that God, 
who can best relieve, protect and preserve 
us ; but I think it would be also wise to 
omit no honorable endeavor which we can 
make to serve aud sustain our country, in 
our respective spheres aud vocatioi

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Thbkk have been many wonderful 
accomplishments of the blind-deaf 
featured in the public pres», from 
the -time when Charles Dickens 
made Laura Bridgman famous to the 
present day of the optimistic 
Helen Kellar, who is featured and 
exploited as the wonder-woman of 
the century, but nothing so pathetic- 
ally earnest and fine in its simplicity 
as* is recorded in the Fanwood 
column of this issue of the Dbaf- 
Mutks' Journal. 

Read the program published 
therein, in which two blind-deaf 
boys entertain the members of the 
Fanwood Literary Association. 
These boys are in their teens, and 
the playlet enacted, as well as the 
stories they told, came from their 
own fertile, cheerful, imaginations. 
They entertained the entire school 
assembled for an hour, and were 
deservedly applauded. 

Out of the darkness and silence 
which enshrouds their lives, the in- 
genious, merry and philosophic 
stories came. 

From hearts and minds cheered 
and enlightened by patient teaching, 
was evolved a little drama portray- 
ing their conception of plot and 
action on the stage — something they 
had never seen and never hope to 
see. It is very remarkable, and de- 
serving of special mention. It is 
true that the entire entertainment 
given by these deaf blind boys was 
neither deep nor learned, but every 
number on the program was rich in 
originality «nd charming in its 
quaint simplicity. Though they 
are blind t light, they are 

blessed with the true light that il- 
lumines from within. 

A great many years ago we read 
of a blind a .vho answer- 

ed at Thanksgiving time the ques- 
tion, " What are you thankful for?" 
Many others, gifted with the five 
senses, had made answers of more or 
less merit. But the blind deaf boy 
eclipsed tbem all.

William J. Rodenberger, State Bank 
Examiner, and brother of the presi- 
dent of our State Association of the 
Deaf, address the Pas-a-Pas Club, 
March nth.

Rodenberger advised co-operation 
of the deaf jn legal and legislative 
matters; suggesting as example the 
removal of our State school from the 
"eleemosynary" group and proper 
placing under the State Board of 
Education. " We know there are 
at least 3000 deaf in Chicago," he 
said. " But not 300 of them are 
properly banded or organized to 
stand up for their rights. Too 
many cliques. No central ' clearing 
house of information and ideas.' " 

Rodenberger also pointed out the 
incalculable handicap placed on us 
by the employers' liability laws, 
which can not be waived. He out- 
lined methods of combatting same, 
which he — as a veteran State legis- 
lator — believes will overcome this 
difficulty. 

He also suggested Chicago silents 
send a deaf man to lobby before the 
legislature this coming session, to 
secure fair treatment in vital mat- 
ters.

His two sisters-in-law 
are also employed by the same 
oouipauy. Alfred recently invest 
ed bis money iu a uew Buick Six 
touring oar. We understand thai 
Alfred is one of the best pitchers in 
the Waco City League. He was 
always a good pitcher while iu 
school. 

For a good many years, the Texas 
School for the Deaf lias been com- 
peting with the High Schools, Ao.ul 
emies, and Universities of the State 
iu all athletic games, but up until 
tuisyear steps were never taken lo 
have the Athletic Department, really 
stabilized. Last Fall an Athletic 
Association was organized, in order 
to raise money to bring teams to 
Austin and to buy medals and othei 
suitable prizes for the best players 
iu each branch of sport. 

The manager tried to get the 
Texas [ntersoholastlc League to 
take the Deaf team in, so that we 
could compete with the High 
Schools of the State for Ihe 
different championships, but the 
League heads refused to admit us, 
theiefore we were forced to go out 
of our class to join the Academy 
League, which was organized in 
Waco, Texas, recently. The follow- 
ing clipping from a Waco News- 
paper, tells its own story: — 

The Texas Academy Athletic con- 
ference is the name adopted by the 
seven representatives of academies 
aud prep schools of the State who 
met at Baylor University yesterday 
afternoon, for the pnrprose of or- 
ganizing an athletic league compos- 
ed only of leading preparatory 
schools of Texas. The meeting was 
called by the athletic authorities of 
Baylor University and the con 
ference will be under the general 
direction of that Institution. All 
championship contests will be staged 
undei ihe direction of the depart- 
ment, of athletices of Baylor. 

A set of by-laws, eligibility rules, 
Schedules, etc., were adopted by 

the conference Saturday, and it was 

agreed that no member of Hie 
conference will play an athletic 
contest with a non-inembor academy 
or prep school. The conference 
members will be allowed to play 
high schools and junior colleges, 
however. No player over 22 years 
of age will be eligible to compete in 
championship contest, each school 
being placed on its honor 10 see that 
all eligibility rules are strictly 
enforced. Four courses must be 
carried by each athlete and he must 
be passing in two-thirds of his work 
in order lo participate in a game. 

A schedule was drawn up for the 
coming football season, at which 
time the conference will actually 
begin operation. Each school has 
four games scheduled with con 
ference members and the winner 
will tie awarded suitable trophy 
cups and medals by Bayloi Univer 
sity. The final for the league 
championship will be played io 
Waco on Carroll Field.

Frank Bridges, directoi of ath- 
letics ami head coach at Bay-tor 
University, was elected permanent 
president of the organization, lie 
will have charge of all schedule 

making and will be the supreme 
tribunal for all disputes between 
members of the organization. John 
Iteid, coach at San Marcos Baptist 
academy, was elected vice-president, 
and U. II. Bogarl, of Terrell school, 
Dallas, was elected secretary treas- 
urer. A membership fee of ten 

dollars is charged.
